As applicant pointed out under Remark section, pages 6-8, Lee (US 6,920456 B2) taken 
either singly and/or in combination with other cited prior arts, do not compile the workflow view 
that includes the virtual tasks and the workflow including actual tasks, each virtual task 
corresponding to at least one actual task, into an aggregate workflow; insert into the aggregated 
workflow one or more aggregating routing task pairs, each pair configured to bound a virtual 
task and an associated actual task such that initiation of the virtual task is based on a status of the 
associated actual task and executing the aggregated, as recited in such manners in each of 
independent claims 10 and 16. 

Prior arts of record do not teach and/or suggest these claimed limitations, thus, all 
remaining pending claims 10 and 12-20 are allowed.
